Passions once roused to a full flame re-
fuire much time to calm down and to change
into gentler feelings; and with sadness and sor-
row It must be confeased there has been no oil
and no wine poured into the wounds of the con-
gyuered. Acenstomed to act with the llberality
and generoeity which are so often found com-

etinctively from the contact ? There they were,
notwithetanding—these generals and ]ﬂfl_l.";!!’l,
lawyers and preachers, tax-collectors and Buo-
reat agents, whose every act In the perform-
ance of their duty was a humilistion or a wound,
There could be no common ground in soclety
on which two such hostlle classes might meet—
the one flushed with victory and clothed with
arbitrary power, the other humbled and
wounded, and almost despairing.

Fortunately, the antagonism has dimin-
iehed wit every year, .and good
sense¢ on both sides has been productive
of rood-will. The CON(uerers have
t'l:nﬂ:ehu abuse their brief authority: the con-

quered have learned to submit to what could
not be helped, and even to appreciate whatever
deserved respect. Carpet-baggers have heen
taken by the hand, made at home in many a
Southern house, and ralsed to high stations.
Did npot Virginia quite recently present the
strange spectacle of a New York man vindleat-
ing, as Governor, her honor against one of her
own song, wno attempted to inflict n new hn-
miliation npon her? The Northern man who
makes a fair Southern farm his residence is wel-
comed in all elncerity, and, thanks to the genjal
inflnence of the climate and the character of the
people, in a shott timo feels himsolf at home
among those who are no longer his cnemies,

cled—whether rightly or wrongly does
not matter o long as the feeling was there—
that the purpose was nol only to subdue their
strong arms, but to erush thelr sepirits and to
break their hearts: the bread they asked for ai
o brother's hand looked to them like a stone,
and the fish that was offered like a serpent: and
the waters of bitterness rose in their hearts
higher and higher. And yet they ware silent.
They bad surrendered, and they kept their
parole; they had promised to be of the Union,
and they obeyed its laws: in sorrowful silence
they did all they were required to do and bore
all that was laid upon them. The heart know-
eth its own bitterness, and they cared not to
lament aloud.

But where men and women, old and young,
g0 about with fuch burdens weighing npon their
souls, witha grief gnawlnfi at their heartstrings,
soclery cannot be joyous, il eannot be healthy.
The simple pleasures of rural life are gone
forever where there 18 no peace of mind; and
how can the cheerful farmer of former days
look with pleasure upon his impoverished
homesiead, worked by hired laborers, bur-
dened with heavy morigages and taxed almost
beyond endurance?  The simple, happy
life of the city has departed, and feverish ex-
citement, a restiess desire for high-wronght
amusement, and an utter disregard for health
and real comfort, have taken its place. The
sting of poverty at home and the sight of great
wealth at the North, the desire to enjoy life
once more and to drown the harrowing memo-
ries of the past, have led to an insane haste to
be rich, which bas rendered social enjoyment
almost impossible. Where go much has been
lost, the paltry remainder Is readily flung after it
iuto the abyss, and where life becomes a lottery,
prudence is laid aside and consclence but too
often bidden to be sllent.

Southern society still consists of the same
elements which before the war made it so dear
to its members and so attractive to foreigners,
It will be different when the present generation
has died oul, but as yet we meet the same
large-hearted laud-owner, the same gentle and
digcreet matron, and the same kappy, thought-
less children as of old. Yet the apirit that once
animated them all has changed sadly: they
have all grown wiser in their generation; their
hearts are no longer go open, their hands
no longer 50 ready to grasp yours with heartr
Kinduess, their minds no longer free from suspi-
cion, simple and straightforward. They have
bardened in the flery lurpace: they may make
kotter citizens hereafter: they have already, in
many cases, become more industiious, more
frugal, more provident; but they are happy no
longer. They feel—a few clearly, from thelr
knowledge of men and a power to read the sigos
of the times, others instinctively, often uncon-
gciouslv—that a new trial is in store for them,
harder in many aspects tham war itself. They
have to pass through a period of transition, to
work out great preblems, to adapt their native
land to a new order of things—to be, in fact,
the pioneers of a new era, and, like the settlers
of the Far West, to pay with their lives and
thelir happiness for the success and the welfare
of those who come after them.

The greatest of all these problems is the social
guestion, lHow to reconcile the various forms
under which an active, aggressive antagonism
freaenu iteelf in Sonthern society? For here

iet the danger: if the manly energy and well-
tried self-control of the Southern people enable
them to fuse the new elements Into an organic
whole, to bind up the discordant parts by wise
statesmanship and personal forbearance, and to
accept wieely Inevitable evile in order
to force them to produce good, then the
South will soon be greaterand happier than ever,
and rise from the struggle and the suffering
with increased power at home and greater re-
spect abroad. But the task s a heavy one—
calling, not for great ncts of daring, efforts of
sublime courage, but for the far harder endu-
rance in sllence, patient wailing and humble
stbmission to the Divine command: *‘Bs still,
and know that I am the Lord !”

It is difficult for a Eeopla tosit still when the
long-accustomed habit of self-goveranment is
suddenly interrupted by the rule of outsiders,
who from the very force of circumstances must
be without famillarity and without sympathy
with their wants and nsages. And here was
the first bitter antagonism arising between the
native and the foreigner. From the grovernor to
the poor-house steward, every office was filled
by one of that class which soon became known
all over the country as ‘‘carpet-baggers.”
Many of them won the respeet of the
communities on which the sad state of
things mnot unfrequently foreed them
against their own wishes, and these were met
with courtesy and Lreawd respectinlly; but the
gimple fact of thelr belng Northerners, con-
querors aud intruders ralsed an impassable wall
between them and their new neighbors, The
men mastered the feeling with that facilicy
wkich alternate political triumphs and deleats
naturally engender In republican communi-
ties; but the women, -always more ready to

follow the Impulses of the heart than
the dictates of reason, would hear of
no truce and no peace. With that naive

ignorance which, attected or real, is thelr
common prerogative, they classed all the new-
comers as Yankees, and refused to meel them
in society. They thought this conduct plucky;
they called it constancy; above all, they fownd
it 80 sweeot to wound where men had falled, aud
to inflict pitileas scorn where no other weapon
was available, It has been a costly indulgence,
and bit.terlr bas many a community roed the
day on which a commnander's heart was stung to
the quick by a elight offered to his wife; walle
not a few fathers have sighed over theirinability
to control the feelings of some members of their

amily, when they found that the peace they
onged for In pablic life was not to be obtained
even al thelr own fireside.

E:mu was well founded, and might
ve been justified but forthe urgent plea of

necessity. Vielent convulsions, in which so-
ciety is disturbed to ita foundations, are apt to
bring to the surfaee & scum of adventurers and
unscrupulons characters, who are eager to extort
a reward for their real or preten sarvices,
and who become as snnoying aod injurlous to
thelr friends as they are jutolerable Lo their ene
mies, Bwarms of such locusts settled upoun the
conquered land, and with the rude ignorance of
thelr class boldly squared their elbows and tried
Lo push thelr way into soclety. Need we wonder
that they were received with losthing, and that
thelr vietims, impoverished, mortified, and

plupged lsto unspeakable grief, shrank ln-

OF NEW BOOKS.

~—From Claxton, Remsen & Haffelfinger
weo have received the following recent publi-
cations of Harper & Brothers: —

‘“Free Russia,” by William Hepworth
Dixon, is a rapid resume of the past and pre-
gsent condition of the Russian empire, with
varlous more or less erudite speculations as
to the future. This work is the result of
three visits to Russia, in which the greater
part of the country has been traversed, and
if open to the charge of being superficial, it
is at least bright, vigorous, and interesting.
Mr, Dixon sees, as the majority of the Ame-
rican people have long seen, beneath the
autocratic system of Russia the germ of a
great free government; and although some of
his facts have been impugned by reviewers
on the other side of the Atlantio, it cannot
be denied that his work really gives a great
deal of just the kind of information abont

| the Russian people that is needed at this

juncture, and that, whatever other faults the
writer may have, he is never dull or nunenter-
taining, We therefore recommend the work
a8 one that may be read with profit, and as
containing much information that American
readers especially will be glad to obtain about
a nation that is noted for being the warmest
admirer and the most steadfast friend we have
in the Old World.

The canoe Rob Roy is already a favorite
with the public, and those who have been in-
terested in the story of its adventures in
European waters will read with pleasure the
narrative of ‘“‘Rob Roy on the Jordan, Nile,

| Red Sea, and Gennesareth, eto.,” as told by

l

d. Macgregor, M. A., who combines in him-
pelf the functions of commander and crew,
This work, like those which have preceded it,
is very much given to the individual glorifi-
cation of Macgregor. A cerbain amount of
egotism, however, is allowable in an indivi-
dual who has paddled his own eanoe over the
rivers and seas of Europe, Asia, and Afriea;
and leaving out of the question an undonbted
charm that & personal narrative of this kind
has, the writer possessed unusual opportuni-
ties for exploring some almost unfrequented
regions, and for studying some little known
phases of oriental life, and on these accounts
alone the record of his cruise is exceedingly
entertaining. The book is profusely illus-
trated, and we recommend it as exceedingly
pleasant reading.

Oharles Dickens may be considered as the
founder of the school of romance of which
Charles Reade and Wilkie Collins are now
undoubtedly the greatest living exemplars—
asort of combination of the wiile with the
dulee that, however open to eriticiam on
purely artistic principles, certainly does some
good in its day and generation. In the spe-
cial field of attacking social, political, legal,
and other abuses, Dickens has almost been
surpassed by his two disciples above named,
in wvigorous invective at least. If Mr,
Charles Reade’s last novel, “‘Put Yourself in
His Place,” does mnot crush out trades-
unionism in Epgland, Mr. Wilkie Colling’
story of “Man and Wife" will go very
far towards exciting public opinion in
favor of reforming the marriage laws of

' England, Ireland, and Scotland so that such
' outrages as the Yelverton case disclosed will

l

be impossible in the future. “‘Man and Wife,"
which was perused with much interest by a
multitude of readers while it was being pub-
lished serially in Harper's Weekly, is a very

powerful novel, one of the very best that Mr, |

Collins has yet produced, although it is less
mysterions and involved in its plot than most
of his previous works. The author started
out with the object of making a thorough ex-
pesition of the grosas injustice of the present
marriage laws of Great Britain, and he has

sticceeded in stating the main points of his
onse with a clesrness and force that must
bring them home to the public mind. Inde-
pendently of this, however, the story is one
of great interest for its own sake, and to

AOMMON COUNCIL OF PHILADELPHIA,
CLERR'S Orrice, |
PrirapeLrmia, July 8, 1870, |
In accordance with a resolution adopted by
the Common Council of the city of Phitadelphia
on Thursday, the Tih day of July, 1870, the
annexed bill, entitled *An Ordinance to Create
a Lean for a House of Correction,” is hereby
publisked for public information.
Joux ECKSTEIN,
Clerk of Common Council.
N ORDINANCE
To Create a Loan for a House of Correction.
Bection 1. The Belect and Common Councils
of the City of Philadelphia do ordain, That the
Mayor of Philadelphia be and he is hereby
authorized to borrow, at not less than par, on
the eredit of the city, from time to time, for a
Houge of Correction, five hundred thousand
dollars, for which interest, not to exceed the
rate of six per cent. per annum, shall be paid
half yearly on the first days of January and
July, at the office of the City Treasurer.” The
prineipal of eaid loan shall be payable and paid
al the expiration of thirty years from the date
of the same, and not before, without the consent
of the holders thereof; and the certificates
therefor, In the usual form of the certificates of
city loan, shall be issued In such amounts as the
lenders may require, but not for any fractional
art of one hundred dollars, or, If required
n amounts of five hundred or one thonsan
dollars; and it shall be expressed in said certifl-
cates that the loan therein mentioned and the
interest thereof are payable free from all taxes.
Eection 2, Whenever any loan shall be made
by virtue thereof, there shall be, by force of this
ordinance, annually appropriated out of the_in-
come of the corporate estates and from the
gumn raised by taxation a sum sufficient to pay
the interest on said certificates; and the further
eum of three-tenths of one per centum on the
par value of such certificates so issued, shall be
appropriated quarterly out of said income and
taxes to a sinking fund, which fund and its ac-
cumulations are hereby especially pledged for
lhl:e redemption aud payment of said certif-
cates.

Resolved, That the Clerk of Common Coun=
cil be authorized to publish in two daily news-
papers of this city daily for four weeks, the
ordinance presented to the Common Counell
on Thursday, July 7, 1870, entitled “‘An ordi-
pance Lo create a loan for a House of Correc-
tlon;” and the eaid Clerk, at the stated meeting
of Councils after the expiration of four weeks
from the first day of said publication, shall pre-
gent to this Council one of each of sald news-
